Grant’s Rebel Guerrilia Friend. 


OCorresyond ence Chicago Tribune. ] 
WaAsnincron, May 15, 1873. 


Making a visit to Richmond last week, I 
fell in with Colonel Mosby, the celebrated 
partisan ranger, who was just returning to 
Warrenton, his place of abode, from a visit 
to the White House, where ke had been so- 
licting offices for his friends. He said that 
he had obtained more patronage for Fauquier 
county than it had ever had before from al] 
administrations. One of his latest prizes 
was the Consulship to La Rochelle fo- 
@ young artist. Of course, Mosby far 
vored three terms for Grant,and said that 
the South did not want either locs) 
self-government or State rights, but protec- 
tion against negro licentiousness and carpet- 
bagfli progacy- from the Federal power. 
“There is South Carolina,” he said, “ posses- 
sing local self-government and State rights, 
but what protection have the better people?” 
Mosby thought that Gilbert Walker would 
go out of office at the end of bis term, never 
to recover position again iu Virginia. He 
said that it was not true that Geners] Grant 
bad offered him the office of United States 
Attorney, but that he had intimated that he 
could give it to Colonel Mosby; and, at the 
same time, remarked tbat to solicit the office 
would get him evil imputation at home. 

Mosby said that be had found it much 
harder work to fight for Grant than to fight 
against him. e is & supporter of Tom 
Scott’s railway ambition in Virginia, and ex- 
pressed the hope that Scout would gobble up 
the Fredericksburg road, and make all his 
connections southward. Mosby said that he 
had worked for Scott to the best of hisability. 
He was by no means complimentary to Gen 
Grant's Radical supporters, however, and said 
ex-Gov. Wells was persecuting him (Mosby) 
long after the war closed, and that the last 
volley fired was ove year after the war was 
done, when a Yankee Colonel at Leesburg 
ordered him to take off a blue overcoat, 
which was the only cover he could get for 
his nakedness, and had then ordered his men 
to fire a volley at Mosby retreating. He was 
so much harressed in this way that his wife 
went first to Jobnson to get him protection, 
and failing io this, obtained it from Grant. 
as Secretary of War. It ed also that, 
when Stanton excepted M from the pro- 
visions of the e of Lee’s Army, Grant 
issued a special order extending clemency to 


him. 

Mosby says that he was never out of uni- 
form during all the war, never maltreated 
his prisoners, and never came inside the 
Union lines. He thinks J. KE B. Stuart was 
the greatest master of tacticsand strategy 
that the war produced, being, unlike For- 
rest and others, an educated military 
man, who knew how to employ the 
cavalry arm in conjunction with in- 
fantry, artillery, topography, etc. Of Harry 
Gilmore, Mosby speaks quite nonchantly, 
saying that be never knew “the tleman.” 
Of Sheridan he says the same. Mosby is an 
entertaining man, with a finely cut, aquiline 
profile and a severe, bluish-grayeye. He has 
not recovered confidence among the Vir- 
ginians, who say that his objects are per- 
sonal, and that he has abandoned his Com- 
mon wealth.

surfaces—one forthe whole table and one for 


the culet. 
DIAMOND POLISHING, 

By the next process the diamond is not only 
polished, but the remaining facets are formed. 
This is done by means of diamond powder,on 
adisk called “skaif,” which is made to revolve 
ataverv high degree of velocity by means of 
These wheels, or 
“skaifs,” are prepared in the following man- 


ner: 

Thesurface of the metal is rubbed with an or- 
dinary whet stone, im such a direction as to 
form tangents of a circle, whose diameter is 
about athird of that of the “skaif.” By this 
means the whole surface becomes covered with 
deep indentations or scratches. Then a fine 
hone or Turkey eis rubbed over again in 
the direction of diameter, until the former 
marks are obliterated, and by the cressing of 
the scratches a kind of soft grain is formed, 
which makes the metal fit to receive and retain 
the diamond powder, which is then spread on 
the skaif with olive, and the flat surface of a 
finished diamond held against it whilst in mo- 
tion. By these means the powder is forced into 
the wheel. 

The diamond to be polished is then inserted 
into astick having a handle made of brass,with 
a hollow top filled with solder, into which the 
diamond is pressed whilst melting, and then 
aliowed to cool; the diamond is thus fixed in its 
proper position. Of course when one facet of 
the stone is polished, the solder must be melted 
and the stone removed and replaced in another 
position, 

This process completes at the same time the 
required shape of the diamond, and gives the 
necessary polish when the stone is ready for 
use. The work, as may be supposed, demands 
the greatest nicety--the least inattention or ir- 
regularity may spoil the stone, and when the 
minuteness of the facets required on astone 
some of which are so small thata thousand only 
weigh one carat, is considered, it will be readily 
understood that this process demands work- 
men skilled to the highest degree. 

The stones which,from their formation, are 
not adapted tothe double cutting, as well as the 
splinters from other diamonds, are made into 
single cut. The restare cut into brilliants or 
roses, of which the finest are sorted out for this 
country, the second quality sent to the Paris 
market, and the inferior descriptions to South 
America, Poland, Turkey, ete. 

The best and most experienced judges are, 
however, unable to determine with certainty 
what any stone will be when polished, as, in the 
process of eutting flaws and imperfections are 
often laid bare, which go much deeper than the 
appearance of rough diamond would predict; 
and, on the other hand, the color, apparent in 
rough stone, is sometimes found to arise from 
the presence of flaws or specks, which are re- 
moved in cutting, thus leaving the stone white.
